Freshmen Kaylee Phillips is taking on chiefs 
alongside band, a full course load in the honors 
program, and a job. But even though she might be busy, 
she believed the experience was essential.

She also had some personal motivation for taking 
on her new role as a chief “Fm really looking forward 
to leading orientation because I had such a great 
experience and Fm really excited to give other people 
the opportunity to have an amazing experience at 
orientation.” 

Along with these new chiefs, there will be six 
returning faces to welcome the newer ones. Some of the 
freshmen chiefs had advice for the returners. 

“I think that returners help tie everybody together,” 
Justin said. 

Hannah said that she was hoping “for them to not 
necessarily take a leadership role above everybody else 
but to show the way that we need to go throughout the 
organization”. 

Last year’s Apache chief team set some of the 
•highest marks ever witnessed by the organization 
winning an award for most spirit at a regional conference 
by competing and beating out major Texas universities 


like the University of Houston and TCU. The chiefs 
also won the distinguished organization award for at 
TJC. Last year’s team was also exceptional in their 
summer work. 90 percent of students that came to new 
student orientation were here on the 12th class day and 
95 percent of students that came to orientation were 
registered for classes. These numbers suggest that chiefs 
not only reached out to students during orientation but 
had a lasting effect in expanding the TJC community. 

This sets the bar for the new group. Therir 
expectations have already been set higher than those 
of any previous incoming core of orientation leaders at 
TJC. With this new standard in mind, Murphy Turner, 
the team coordinator, responded with ways that he 
thinks that this year’s team can improve. 

“This year I really want to help our students stay 
in the program, so part of that was being a little more 
selective during the process, looking at some reasons 
why students didn’t make it from fall to spring [and] 
trying to eliminate some of those factors early on,” he 
said. 

The first and only two year returner Jhria 
Christopher had some advice to help the newcomers 
transition smoothly. She said “being open minded and 
taking everyone’s ideas and listening to everybody’s 
voice that they may or may not have” is a great way to 
begin. 

Former chief Courtney Slider also had some tips 
for the new chiefs that she remembered from her own 
experience. “My advice would be: don’t be shy because 
I was shy; it took me a little bit open up. Everyone is 
welcoming with open arms. Don’t be afraid to speak up 
because you think that you might not have a voice yet 
because you are new. Everyone has a voice; everyone has 
there own opinion; everyone deserves to be heard. 

The upcoming spring and summer orientation 
cycle will be the proving grounds for the new team, but 
their is no lack of optimism upfront. Freshmen chief 
Kaylee Phillips had no fear or lack of school spirit in 
anticipation for next year.

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Volleyball team finishes fourth in National Championship tournament 

After a late-season turnaround, season ends in Hutchinson, KS to the tournament runner-up in five sets

The 2017 season has come to a close and once 
again the TJC Apaches finish strong after a second 
consecutive visit to the National Tournament. 

The goal every year is a national title, they 
may not be hoisting that trophy, but the Apaches 
finished No. 4 overall in the nation. Improving on 
their previous year of a No. 9 overall finish. 

After an average start to the year being 
a .500 team, many thought TJC might not make 
the regional tournament not to mention nationals. 
When head coach Brandi Hood looks back on what 
was accomplished she finds the finish to the season 
to be a success without a doubt. Its easy to look 
at a fourth place finish and say it is a success but 
its the way they got there that coach Hood found 
inspiring. 

When asked how the freshman class 
handle the big moment of the national tournament 
coach Hood said, “extremely well”, she gave credit 
to how the sophomore class held the team together. 

With last seasons national tournament visit 
the team had a lot of experience in big moments. 
The team was much more “composed” this year and 
didn’t let the moment get too big said coach Hood 
she says that this year’s freshman class was a mature 
class which help the learning process from day one 
of the season. 

A rocky start to the season was turned 
around with an impressive second half. A six-game 
win streak carried the team into the postseason. 
After a dominant performance in regionals it was 
time to focus on a national championship. The 
national tournament was held in Hutchinson, 
Kansas this year and TJC entered play as the 7th 
seed. 

A first-round matchup against No. 10 
ranked St. Petersburg was an early success. The 
Apaches won 3-0 in a dominant fashion. T 

his meant a date with No. 2 ranked Iowa 
Western. TJC shocked the nation in a 3-1 upset 
to move on to a semi-final matchup. The semi¬ 
final matchup was against the College of Southern 
Idaho who was ranked No. 3 coming into to play. 

Another upset was needed to play in the title 
game for the Apaches. TJC lost a close one 3-2 to 
send away their hopes for a title. 

A chance for third lace was up for grabs as 


TJC took on New Mexico Military Institute. The 
Apaches fell in another close match 3-2. A fourth 
place finish was the final outcome of the season. 

Miami Dade who entered the tournament as 
the number one seed would not disappoint. They 
won the title against the College of Southern Idaho. 

Freshman setter Isabella Dobra for TJC was 
awarded National Honors for the tournament, an 
impressive accomplishment for a first year player in 
a big role. 

In reflection of the final two games, coach 
Hood feels the team’s mental approach became too 
similar to their mid-season approach. Coach Hood 
said she was “disappointed” in the mental aspect of 
the team’s game in the final matchup of the season 
but overall she is very proud of how they handle 
failure and success this season. 

This season TJC had 18 players, which is a 
high number compared to a normal roster. Coach 
Hood feels that at times, the large roster helped 
with keeping fresh legs on the court but at times 
during mid-season it left players off the court too 
much. With a large roster, comes competition for 
roles on the team, an aspect that coach Hood feels 
made everyone better. 

After another year of improvement, TJC has 
not changed their goals. A national title will still be 
on the team’s mind heading into the summer camp 
of 2018. Coach Hood says, “in looking into next 
season we have a lot to live up to for sure” which 
is something that TJC has not had an issue with 
in the past. 

The sting of losing in the national 
tournament was a motivator this season for the 
team in their return. The motivation will be the 
same next year perhaps even greater, being so much 
closer to a championship this year. 

The athletic programs at TJC set high 
standards and seem to be feeding off of each other’s 
success. With both men and women’s soccer calming 
national titles this year and volleyball finishing 
No. 4 in the nation opportunities only look great 
around the corner for the Apache Volleyball. At the 
rate the team seems to be improving year to year 
under head coach Brandi Hood and assistant coach 
Issac Bridges, TJC might have a date with destiny 
as soon as next season. 

TJC volleyball wastes no time in 
preparation for a run at the title next year. They will 
host a tryout for next season Sunday, Dec. 3 from 
noon to 2 p.m. at Wagstaff Gymnasium.

After a.devastating loss to Paradise 
Valley in the 2016 national championship 
game the Tyler Junior College women’s 
soccer team made it their missing to 
make it back to the national title game. 

On Nov. 18 the Apaches 
accomplished their goal and won the 
2017 national championship by defeating 
ASA Brooklyn.. With less than three- 
minutes left of the game, sophomore 
Claire Ramet scored the only goal of the 
game. 

The win marks the Apaches 
third Nationa Junior College Athletic 
Assoication Division I Women’s Soccer 
National Championship. 

Ramet was named to the All- 


Tournament team along with teammates 
Luana Munoz and Jullia Trabach. 

Trabach Jed the Apaches in goals 
scored for the season with 18 and team 
captain Itzayanna Sanchez finished the 
season with 11. 

Hitomi Konno was named the 
Offensive MVP of the tournament while 
Neves was named the Defensive MVP of 
the tournament. 

To get to the national championship 
game, TJC beat Cloud County 5-1 on 
Nov. 13, Harford 2-1 on Nov. 15 and 
Eastern Florida State 4-0 on Nov. 17. 

The Apaches finished their season 
with a 24-1 overall record with their only 
loss being in conference play to Navarro 
on Oct.18. 

Coach Corey Rose Rose was named 
Coach of the Tournament.

The Tyler Junior College Men’s 
Soccer team wins back-to-back national 
championships after defeating Schoolcraft 
College (MI) 2-0 on Nov. 18 in Arizona. 

The Apaches had a long but successful 
week in Prescott, AZ trying to defend 
the title. On Nov. 13 the Apaches faced 
Louisburg College. 

Mohammed Kamara scored the first 
goal during the first half putting Tyler in the 
lead. Fredi Ortega then scored the second 
with only 13 minutes left in the first half. 
Carlton McKenzie scored the third and final 
goal in the regulation defeating Louisburg 
College, 3-0. 

On Nov. 15 the Apaches faced Indian 
Hills College with the winning to advance 
to the semi-finals. 

Opening the score board, Kamara began 
the lead for Tyler by scoring the first goal 
within the first 10 minutes of the game. 
Indian Hills tied the game within the second 
half bringing it to an even 1-1 score and with 
only fifty-eight seconds of second ovetime 
left, Kamara scored the Golden Goal that 
secured the advancement of the Apaches 
into semifinals. 


The Apaches then faced Yavapai in 
the Semi-finals. McKenzie scored with 17 
minutes left in first half, putting Tyler in the 
lead 1-0. Kamara then scored the 2nd goal 
advancing the Apaches into finals. 

In the national title game, the Apaches 
took on Schoolcraft College. Carlton 
McKenzie scored the first goal with 16 
minutes left to play. Kamara put the game 
out of hand and ultimately secured the team’s 
second consecutive national championship. 

Other TJC national titles were won 
in 2009, 2010, 2012, 2014 and 2016. The 
athletic department has won 57 national 
titles total. 

Coach Clements, who has 458 career 
victories, was named Coach of the Year. 
Kamara was named MVP of the tournament 
and finished No. 1 in the nation in goals with 
48. He also finished with the most game¬ 
winning goals with 14 this season. 

Kamara also holds the record for most 
goals scored at TJC. Robbie Johnson and 
Carlton McKenzie were named to the all¬ 
tournament team. 

The team finished their season with an 
overall record of 23-2. In conference they 
went 13-1. On the road the team’s record 
was 7-1 and they went 13-1 in Tyler. The 
team finished the seaon on a 15 game win 
streak.

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Former Apache excels as doctor and businessman 

Dr. Shehzad Batliwala moves from repairing phones to humans

Most high schoolers spend 
their time in school, working at a 
part-time job and participating in 
extracurricular activities. However, 
for one former Apache, he spent his 
time running his own busisness. 

Dr. Shehzad Batliwala started 
fixing iPhones while he was a 
student at Robert E. Lee High 
School in Tyler. 

“I was taking some college 
classes while in high school, junior 
and senior year. Thats how I got 
plugged into the TJC system. I 
got a lot of college credits while in 
high school, I think all of my pre¬ 
requisites for my Biology degree,” 
said Batliwala. 

Once he completed his time here 
at TJC, Batliwala studied Biology at 
UT-Tyler. Once he got his B.S. in 
Biology with a minor in Chemistry, 
Batliwala went to Medical School 
through the University of North 
Texas in Ft. Worth. 

“I was always on a Pre-Med 
track. Everything I have ever done 
always revolvs around the theme 
of medicine. That includes the 
business I created, Smartphone ER,” 
Batliwala said. 

Batliwala began fixing 
smartphones, laptops and other 
electronics in his parent’s basement. 

“When the new iPhones first 
launched, if you remember the 
aluminum backing one, I dropped 
that and I broke my iPhone and I 
realized there was nobody in East 
Texas or Tyler that was providing 
that service,” said Batliwala. “So 
I just kind of learned how to fix 
the phone myself through various 
resources online.” 

Batliwala was one of the first 
in the Tyler area that was fixing 
smartphones. Business soon took off 
for him. 

“Business was booming. I used 
to call customers to my dad’s jewler 
shop in the mall because I didn’t 
have a retail store front. It got to 
a point where I was making more 
money fixing phones than he was 
selling jewlery in his own jewler 


shop. That’s when I knew I had to 
scale up,” said Batliwala. 

Smartphone ER’s first shop was 
then put up on Broadway. It went 
up Batliwala’s first year of college. 
Throughout his time in college, the 
business grew and established two 
more locations. 

“When I started medical 
school I gave the day-to-day 
responsibilities, the operational 
responsibilities, to my father. I 
also hired some store managers 
and went on to medical school, 
Batliwala said. 

Even while he was in 
medical school, Smartphone ER 
continuously grew and added one 
more store to bring the total to four 
stores in Tyler. 

In the medical field, Dr. 
Batliwala is in his residency as an 
ophthalmologist (eye surgeon) at 
John Peter Smith Hospital in Ft. 
Worth. 

“On the business side of 
things, what I want to do now is 
franchise Smartphone ER. There 
are a couple of big cell phone repair 
franchises across the country. I 
talked to a branding company and 
they said ‘Well there really isn’t a 
cell phone repair company in the 
country that has an actual doctor’s 
backing.’ So it will be good for 
branding and identity. That’s what 
I want to do on the business side of 
things,” said Batliwala. 

Batliwala has lofty 
expectations for the future of the 
business. He sees the business 
needing not only great product 
with their repairs, but with their 
customers. 

“The goal would be to 
hopefully create a solid product 
here. To offer this product as a 
means to make a difference in 
other people’s lives. For example, 
owning this business was nothing 
less than a miracle or a blessing for 
me because it helped pay for almost 
all of my medical school loans,” 
said Batliwala. “It just goes to show 
you that hard work pays off and 
this business is a really booming 
business and it’s a great industry 
and made an impact on my life.” 

For those who are wanting to 


go to medical school and become a 
doctor, Batliwala says it is definitely 
possible. 

“Get your foundation education
